Deep plowing on old flelds Is good
practice. ‘I'his deep plowing should
be done In the fall 8o that the soil
brought up may have the action of the
frost to put it in shape for the next
crop.  Land does not need to be
plowed deep every year, but every
three or four yvears an attempt should
bhe made to plow deeper and bring up
some fresh goil, Plan to treat some of
your land this way next fall,

The early ecalves which are to
be ralsed can be fed on skim milk
after they are three weeks old, When
about two davs old give a teaspoanful
of blood flour In the milk twice a day,
and when the change is made from
whole to skim milk, which should be
gradual, give a teaspoonful of the flour
and one of linseed meal. If the calf
scours, increase the blood flour and
decrease the linseed meal, and if con-
stipated, increase the linseed and de
crease the flour. In making the ehange
from whole to skim milk about two
weeks are required. For the first few
feads glve one pound skim milk to
three pounds of sweet milk; then
change to half and half, and Gnally
